The Symbolism of Iron and Clay 


In the prophecy of Daniel, the Roman Empire is depicted as two iron legs (Western and Eastern), which later 
transform into a mixture of iron and clay (Danie! 2:40-43). lron, a symbol of strength, represents the destructive 
force of the demons striving to destroy God's design (Danie! 2:40). Clay, on the other hand, represents humans, 
who were created from the soil, symbolizing our fragility and imperfections (Genesis 2:/). 

Upon the fall of the Roman Empire, the United Nations (represented by iron and clay feet) inherited its legacy. 
The UN, as part of this new form of leadership, exhibits a unique hierarchy where laws originate from the iron 
and are implemented by the clay. This is in line with what Daniel said about the iron and clay feet: "They will 
combine with one another in their descendants; but they will not adhere to one another, just as iron does not 
combine with pottery." (Daniel 2:43). This suggests a union that lacks cohesion, much like the diverse and often 


conflicting nations that comprise the UN. 


The Antichrist Kingdom Today 


Revelation 17:10 discusses various phases in a historical context: "Five have fallen" refers to the fallen empires 
of Egypt, Assyria, Babylon, Medo-Persian, and Greece. "One is" alludes to the existing Roman Empire during 
the time of the Revelation. The phrase "the other is not yet come; and when he cometh, he must continue a 
little while" pertains to the future emergence of the United Nations, which is predicted to exist for a short 
duration. Returning to the metaphor of iron and clay, it can be said that the UN is the extension of the Roman 
Empire, constituting its second phase. This empire, symbolically represented as the beast, suffered grievous 
wounds through two world wars, resulting in the demise of monarchial systems but persisting in an altered 
State. In its final stage, often termed the Revived Roman Empire, this entity is anticipated to soawn the 


Antichrist, not merely as a spiritual force but as a tangible incarnation (2 [hessalonians 2:3).
